“The present form of the bill prac- 
tically establishes a Finnish republic, 
not referring to Russian connection. 
It does not recognize the governor-gen- 
eralship, and, although it declares it 
does not apply to foreign affairs or the 
army and navy, it concedes to Russia 
no specific right in these matters. 

“It is inconceivable that the provis- 
lonal government will consent to this 
even if passed.” 

Asked what would be Russia's atti- 
tude in the event the measure became 
a law, M. Stakovitch answered:

Much controversy has devolved for 
a lorg time past over the name of Mr. 
Churchill, It was stated some time 
ago that he would succeed Lord Cow- 
dray as chairman of the air board, 
but the idea evidently then contem- 
plated by Premier Lloyd-George met 
with such strong opposition in influ- 
ential quarters that the project had to 
be dropped. Mr. Churchill's appoint- 
ment now as minister cf munitions 
will undoubtedly lead to a revival of 
that agitation and although it was 
foreshadowed that he would re-enter 
the ministry, it was universally sup- 
posed that it would be as president of 
the alr board. 

Break With Tradition, 

The appointment of Sir Eric Geddes 
as first lord of the admiralty is an- 
other break with the tradition that 
the ministers should be members of 
the legislative houses. The new first 
lord is a railway man, not a politician. 
Until recently he was in charge of 
the whole army transportation; then 
he became controller of the admiralty 
with charge of all naval construction. 

Such a rapid rise to the position to 
which he Is now appointed is quite re- 
markable and another instance of 
how Premier Lloyd-George breaks 
with old political traditions, 

The appointment of Sir Edward 
Carson to replace Mr. Bonar Law as 
the fifth member of the war cabinet 
is likely to create more uneasiness 
and stronger criticism among the old- 
er Liberals than any other appoint- 
ment, The war cabinet now jin prac- 
tice consists of only four men, Mr. 
Henderson, the Labor member, being 
still on a mission in Petrograd, of 
these four, Earl Curzon, Lord Milner 
and Sir Edward Carson are all Con- 
servatives of the most extreme type 
and complaints instantly heard from 
the Liberals and radical press of the 
undue preponderance of Conserva- 
tives influence in the government 
since Mr, Lloyd-George took the helm, 
will not be intensified. 

A Kitchener Selection 

Sir Eric Geddes received much of 
his practical education in the United 
States, having engaged in lumbering 
in the southand also at one time hav- 
ing a connection with hte Baltimore & 
Ohio. He extended his knowledge of 
railroading on the Rohilkund & Ku- 
maon railway in Indla and on the 
Northeastern railway in England, of 
which he was at one time deputy gen- 
eral manager. He was created a 
knight in 1916, Sir Eric was born in 
India of Scottish parents 41 years ago. 

When at the outbreak of the war 
Lord Kitchener called on the railroad 
managers of England for the safe and 
secret transportation of troaps to the 
front, the wor of Sir Eric attracted 
his attention, Kitchener retained him 
in the services of the war department 
to superintend the transportation of 
munitions from factory to the front. 
After ‘the battle of the Bomme Sir 
Eric was sent to F'rance to help the 
French government re-organize the 
congested railroads, Sir Douglas Haig 
retained him on the staff in France as 
director general of transportation, 

When a special government depart- 
ment for the control of munitions was 
organized in 1915 Sir Eric was draft- 
ed as deputy director of munitions,

Carried Arms 

“Then the first regiments left their 
barracks to participate in the demon- 
stration, but contrary to repeated or- 
ders of the workmen's and soldiers’ 
council, carried arms. One regiment 
marched along the Nevsky Prospect, 
apparently with the intention of go- 
ing to the Duma, The crowd watchod 
more with curiosity than with appre- 
hension, 


They were immediately followed by 
the crackle of machine guns in the 
same direction. The streets was in- 
stantly emptied, the regiment which 
had been marching with fixed bayon- 
ets, running with the crowd to adja- 
cent strects to seek shelter. 

“The firing was taken up at other 
pointe and soon a fusiliade was going 
on in the whole quarter from the city 
hall to Kazan Cathedral. Soldiers 
Joined with knives and rifles from 
their placed of refuge. They fired 
wild, there being nothing visible to 
aim at. 

Invade Printing Office 

Soldiers invaded the printing office 
of the Novoe Vremya today and an- 
nounced that publication of the news- 
paper should be stopped. They Insist-

“The board of admiraity wish to 
impress on all engaged in the build- 
ing and repairing of ships how serious 
are the times in which we live, A 
determined enemy has set himself to 
blockade our islands and destroy 
merchantmen bringing feod to our 
people and supplies to our armies, us: 
ing methods contrary to the law of 
nations, Every day merchantmen 
are sunk, We need all our resources 
to prevent the threatened starvation, 
The enemy knows this and has staked 
everything upon it, If he succeeds, 
victory will rest with him; if he fails, 
his defeat is certain. 

“There are only two weapons we 
can use, both forged in ovr shipyards 
One is a class of warship that wil) 
enable the navy to hunt down and de- 
stroy submarines; the other is a new 
merchantman that will replace a ship 
sunk, These weapons must be used 
together. Upon the men in the ship- 
yards and engineering shops depends 
entirely their output, How the latter 
can be increased concerns everyone 
and no measure which will enable the 
better use of labor and machinery 
can be neglected. We who are se- 
cure in our homes owe it to the brave 
men dying every hour for us at sea 
on land and in the air, to spare no 
effort to give them the weapons with 
which to win the war. 

“We are confident that in this su- 
preme crisis in our history the men of 
the shipyards and workshops will see 
that this appeal does not fall upon 
deaf ears,” '

PANIC FOLLOWS 
ETNA ERUPTION 


Enormous Quantity Of Lava Dis- 
charged-—Surpasses The Pre- 
vious Records. 


CATANIA, Sicily, July 16,—(De- 
layed)—-Tho most receat eruption of 
Mount Etna, although very brief, 
caused a panic among the population 
of the nearby districts In consequence 
of the enormous quantity of lava dis- 
charged, which surpassed the pre- 
vious records, 

Professor Pond, an expert on vol- 
canic activities, on returning from a 
visit to the crater, after witnessing the 
phenomenon, said the eruption was of 
wonderful grandeur, The column of 
lava reached a height of 2,500 feet 
above the crater, and in thirty-five 
minutes the area for a mile around 
was covered with lava to a thickness 
varying from ten to twenty feet.

Other delegation had 
reference to faving assessments and 
the Fort Trail and the provision of 
Sunday afternoon bands at the parks.

reducéd, No more work Will be done

The whole of the departments wil! 
be eventually gone through and. in 
every possible way expenditure will 
be reduced, 

With regard to the hog cholera 
question, council, after d'scussing the 
matter with the delegation, decided to 
réfer it to the safety and health com- 
mittee for consideration, as that com- 
mittee had the matter previously in 
hand, when a communication was re- 
célyed from the Dominion inspector. 

There were letters from both the Al- 
berta Provincial Swine Preedera’ as- 
sooiation of Edmonton, ani thé Alber- 
ta Swine Rreedors’ association of Cal 
gary, on the subject, togoother with 
copies of a resolution, together with 
forwarded from these organizations to 
the Dominion government, asking 
that all licences for feeding garbage to 
swine should be cancelled and to 
make it @ efiminal offence to use gar- 
bagé in afy form for the feeding of 
swine In Alberta, The cl.y of Hamon- 
ton Waa asked to lend its support in 
securing these objects. 


Swine Breeders Use 


D. W. Warner, répresenting the 
Swine Breeders association, who ap- 
peared hefore council in order to give 
additional weight to the representa- 
tions of the swing breeders, said that 
they were aware that to destroy all 
the garbage would mean a consider- 
able economic waste and that as a 
fact it was worth a great deal at the 
present time, but they had evidence 
which Was indisputablé to the effect 
that practically every outbreak of hog 
cholera in Alberta had arisen from 
this practice. Mr, Warner pointed out 
how difficult it was to control the use 


of $750,000 short term notes for one,

swine breeders now asked council to 
go the limit in the matter and protect 
the hog industry. 

In answer to a question from Ald. 
Douglas, the réply was given by Mr. 
Warner that the associations were op- 
posed to garbage being fed in any 
shape or form, They were hoping to 
secure legislation which would secure 
this prohibition throughout the Do- 
minion. Personally, Mr. Warner said 
that he was opposed to garbage being 
fed, even if it was cooked by the city, 
Mr. Warner also sald that pork from 
hogs fed on garbage was looked upon 
as only inferior meat by the packing 
Plant proprietors, 

Property owners along the Fort 
trail came before council as a deputa- 
tlon and asked for relief from the 
heavy frontage assessment on their 
property imposed to pay for the pav- 
ing. Mr. Young, who acted as spokes- 
man, said that the owners and resi- 
dents did not ask or petition for this 
paving, and its understood use was to 
provide a main into the city from the 
north-east. Mr. Young sald that the 
owners were paying altogether too 
much, as they had to pay 80 per cent 
and the city was only paying 20 per 
cent of the cost.

ON PAR WITH

Seventy-Five Per Cent Of The 
Grain In Head In 
Alberta. 


Winnipeg, July 17.—That conditions 
of the Canadian prairie wast, insofar 
as this year’s crops are concerned, are 
on a par with those at the same time 
in 1916, when the prairies reaped 
their record-breaking crop, is the fea- 
ture of the fqurth report of the season 
published this morning by the Mani- 
toba I’ree Press. F 

From 190 points in the three prov-, 
{inves heard from it is gathered that 
seventy-five per cent. of the crop is in 
head in Manitoba and Alberta, and a 
little better than 50 per cent. in Sas- 
katchewan. Apparently all the damage 
from the heavy frosts and cold, wot 
weather of Jutie has not been fully 
overcome by recent, precipitation, 

Bad to Good 

Rain has been fairly plentiful in 
flaskatchewan, but fourtéen pointe out 
of the 78 points heard from state that 
rain is badly needed. Fifteen points 
réport the wheat crop below the aver- 
age, and no district reports a crop 
ubove the average. Quite a few report 
a three-quarters crop and sevéral de- 
clare that 50 per cent, js all that can 
be hoped for. 

Of 21 points heard from in Alberta, 
10 réport an insufficient amount ot 
rain. The reports as to the conditlans 
of wheat are, four points, below the 
uverage. Three points, 60 per cent. of 
a normal crop. One point indicated 4 
16 bushel crop and the remainder a 
fair to good average, Oats and barley 
do not show up well; one point re- 


provided, ports a fair crop; one a good one, and 
In regard to the proposed early} another crop doing well, while the

“standing atill,” or “short and patohy.” 
Hall Damage Slight 

In Manitoba the 80 points heard 
from, with the exception of two, re- 
port rain @ince the last Free Presa 
crop report, but it hag been mostly 
showers, only one or two reporting 
plenty of rain, while 23 report that 
rain is badly needed. Highteen points 
reported a crop of wheat below the 
average, and while @ number report a 
fair average crop, this is contingent on 
rain within @ few days. With regard 
to poarse grains, the reports generally 
are that they are improving, but late. 

Damage from hail has been very 
slight throughout the west only one 
point in Saskatchewan reporting any 
considerable damage, whila in Alberta 
only three points report slight damage 
and an elaht-mite strip hailed out at 
another point; in Manitoba but four 
Points report slight damage from hail. 
Only thrée points of the 190 heard 
from in the prairie west report indica- 
tions of rust, being one in Manitoba 
and two in Saskatchewan. 

Still Time for Recovery 

In summing up general conditions 
throughout the west, the commercial 
editor of the Free Prees says 

It must be remembered it is ag yet 
only July 17 and there is atill time for 
much retovery, and improvement, 
«ranted proper and favorable weather. 
Referring to the Free Press diary of 
1915, on July 16: The weather was 
cold with light cold rains, much of the 
flax was only threé to five inches high, 
wheat crops were reported generally 
as short and weedy and little if any- 
thing had feached the blosaom stage, 
in fact, very much of the crop was not 
in head. So that conditions now are

Graphic Description Of Experi. 
ences At Front Given By 
Capt. Logan, 


Tho thrilling adventure 6Oridr to the 
capture by the Germans of Air Capt. 
R, A, Logan and Reg, syeare, the sun 
of Mayor Henry, both Sdmonton 
young men, is graphically told in a 
letter from Capt. Logan ih a letter 
which has just reached the city. 

Both are now pfrisonets of war in 
Germany, kaving been taken when 
thelr machine became djsabled over 
the German lines on Easter Sunday. 
Reg. Henry was observer at the time. 
Capt. Logan writing to his mother 
says: 

I hope they have cabled you long 
before this that I am safe and well. | 
sent you a green card, or before yor- 
terday. I was shot down by a German 
acout machine on Eastern Sunday, 

I had been over fifty miles behind 
the lines and got back to within seven 
miles of the trenches when we were 
attacked by double our number, My 
machine was riddled With bullets, 
tank punctured, engine stopped, and 
worst of all, one half of my tall plane 
completely shot to pieces, I came 
doWn about a milé and a half out of 
control in an absolutely spinning nose 
dive. When only 100 feet from the 
ground, the machine by some marvel 
flattened out and I landed more or less 
under contro;, but the bus stood on 
its node and amashed itself some more, 

It was near a German aerodroine 
and wo were at Oncé surrounded by 
troops. 

My observer was shot twice in the 
thigh, but they are clean wounds and 
will soon be all right. He is in hoa- 
pital, Tell father to wire his father, 
Mayor Henry of Fdmonton, that. he 
is al) right. T had five builets through 
my boot, and a dozen through my 
coat, but only one grazed ny ankle 
joint and it fs all O.K. now; don't feel 
it at all. We have been treated fine 
and get lots to éat, but anything you 
send will be accepted, Will write more 
when I can. Don't worry, T am quite 
all right and with other R.F.C, officers

Kighty-three degrees above sero

Whatever comfort there may be in 
that fact for the perapiring populace 
is hereby extended, Still a tempera- 
ture of 83, plus, in this latitude, ts 
pretty warm and the citizens of this 
fair town aro beginning to think, With 
the late lamented Saint Lawrence, that 
it Is about time they were turned over 
and parboiled a bit on the other side. 

The heat is beginning to sink In. 
Brick walls and cement sidewalka and 
asphalted streets absorb more heat 
units during the day than they can 
radiate during the night. BEratwhile 
cool interiors are acquiring the char- 
acteristics of the domestic oven, and 
for oncé the man who lives in a tree- 
embowered street in the outlying dis- 
tricts has the laugh on the grilled flat 
dweller, no matter how much the shoe 
may be on the other foot, 

Even at that 83 in the shade is noth- 
Ing to make a face a Those who 
have experienced a real “hot wave” in 
the Bast know how eingularly blessed 
is Edmonton in the matter of summer 
temperature. A year or two ago Tor- 
onto experienced a week or so during 
which the thermometer reached 104 
degrees, With a saturated humidity 
which left humanity limp and gasping. 
when all night long the glass remained 
in the high seventies and the sun 
glared through the day liké a re4 hot 
copper ball, Heat prostrations were 
of hourly occurrence and the hospitals 
were full of mén and women who had 
been Overcomé by thé pitiless heat. 
The number will never be known of 
the little children whose lives went 
out in that inferno and the record will 
never be writtén of the sufferings of 
the sick, the feeble and thé poor of the 
tenements during those awful days. 

You, who find a blanket none too 
heavy as a bed covering at midnight, 
who are breathing air which is 
strained and purified from Nature's 
own retorte, and are slowed up Just a 
trifle in your daily activities because 
of thie slight rise of the mereury can 
bless your lucky stars that you are 
privileged to live in a city where 83 
degrees in the shade is called “hot 
weather” and not in some less favored 
place where populations atifie habitu- 
ally at temperatures 10 or 15 degrees 
higher.

PLACE A LIMIT 
ON FOODS USED; 
- WAR MEASURE 


Controller Denounces Waste— 
Hints At Price Fixing And 
Compulsion, 


Montreal, July 17.—War on all food 
waste, even if it means the introduc- 
tion of price fixing and compulsion, 
was declared by W. J. Hanna, the 
Canadian food controller, in an ad- 
dress he delivered before the Canadian 
Club in the Windsor Hotel this after- 
noon, Mr. Hanna explained that 
waste in foodstuffs in this country 
must be stopped, as Canada and the 
United States must export an enor- 
mous amount of foodstuffs in, addi- 
tion to what is normally sent {f the 
Allies are not to go hungry, and, 
through hunger, to lose the war. 

Rely on This Continent, 

Mr. Hanna pointed out that with 
normal sources of food cut off, Great 
Britain and her allies must rely to a 
great extent on Canada and the United 
States, The total requirements of the 
allies wheat were 1,105,000,000 
bushels, The production of Europe 
was 645,000,000 bushels, leaving 460,- 
000,000 to be exported from North 
America, It was estimated that the 
United States and Canada would have 
for export 300,000,000 bushels, so that 
160,000,000 would have to be made up, 

The figures in beef were equally 
disturbing. If the shortage was not 
made up our cause would fail, Can- 
ada must help by production, shifting 
of fods for consumption, and elimina- 


in 


tion of waste, The producers had 
done well and consumers must now 
do their part. If each consumer 
would reduce his consumption of 


wheat, beef, and bacon by one-third, 
they would have the answer. If all 
would do it they would have the an- 
swer twice over. 

Means No Sacrifice. 

But in spite of all they could do, 
many would not. Let each one com- 
mit himself to one-third and live up 
to it and it will be done, That meant 
no sacrifice, Instead of wheat there 
was cornmeal and oatmeal and other 
things that most people knew well. 
Use vegetables and fish freely and 
serve small portions. Make dishes 
of leftovers. Shifting of consumption 
would doa great deal, but the elimina- 
tion of waste in hotels, restaurants 
and in homes in Canada would work 
an enormous saving. 

Mr. Hanna then spoke of the organ- 
ization work done so that Canada and 
the United States could work in co- 
operation. 

The committee on hotels and res- 
taurants would have a story to tell in 
a few days. One of the questions to 
be settled would be their recommenda- 
tions for voluntary adoption of food 
conservation, 

There was a strong case for com- 
pulsion if the letters he was recetving 
were any indication, Distribution was 
an important factor and here waste 
was rampant, Someone may have to 
deal with this before they were 
through, 

Mr, Hanna intimated that he would 
not hesitate to fix prices, though he 
warned them to keep their heads on 
this subject. He was receiving word 
that the flour substitutes recommend- 
ed cost more. It was the fault of the 


dealer every time Darker grades 
should be substantially cheaper than 
white and would be.

It may not be practically 
possible for enough people to res- 
pond to produce the desired result, 
Mr. Hanna says that if we cut 
down by one-third our consump- 
tion of wheat, beef and bacon we 
will be doing our ‘‘bit’’ toward 
saving England from starvation 
and the Allies from defeat, So 
far as wheat is concerned Cana- 
dians appear to be using it about 
as exclusively as usual, and the 
advice to substitute other grains 
has, therefore, a general appeal. 
But beef and bacon have disap- 
peared already, save on occasion, 
from the tables of a large propor- 
tion of our people, while another

also secure to everyone his share 
of the foods he now denies himself 
either because of the excessive cost 
or beeause of his loyal desire to 
help avert famine from our kins- 
men beyond the sea, 


EDITORIAL 


Is the war driving the British

It seems hard to realize, but the 
coal men insist that this is the 
time to buy coal, and the facts 
seem to back up their argument. 


Where the fighting is hottest, 
there the Canadians are to be 
found. Or is it that the fighting 
is hottest wherever the Canadians 
happen to be? 


The’ U.S. Government is being 
given authority to build 22,000 
airplanes at the unthinkable cost 
of #640,000,000. The great re- 
public was slow to anger, but it is 
arming itself for a fearful on- 
slaught. 


The season of boating and bath- 
ing is again here, and has brought, 
as usual, a number of fatal acci- 
dents. Holiday-makers do well to 
carry with them the thought that 
caution costs nothing and leaves 
no regrets. 


One of the operators of the 
Crow’s Nest mines provides the 
information that under the new 
arrangement the Government does 
not control the price of coal. In 
that event the public may not un- 
reasonably want to know what 
the Government does control. 


Is it really a wild Socialistic 
idea that wealth acquired by 
holding up the nation for war 
munitions or for food should be 
conscripted? Does this money 
really belong to the people who 
have it, or did they simply rob us 
because they had the chance? 
And is it confiscation to demand 
the return of stolen property? 


Anti conscription meetings were 
held in Montreal and Quebec on 
Sunday. So far as the dispatches 
show, the speakers at Montreal 
confined themselves to criticism 
of the Government, its inefficient 
war effort, and the conscription 
bill. At Quebee, the Nationalist 
lieutenant, Mr, Lavergne, plainly 
incited his hearers to use violence 
to prevent the measure being en- 
forced. In the interest of order, 
of the public right of criticism, 
and of the enforcement. of con- 
scription, it is time the line .were 
Jrawn between permissable criti- 
‘ism of a public measure and. the 
promotion of rebellion. The one 
is necessary if democracy is to 


be well governed. 
the other would produce anarchy. 


The U.S. emergency 
board is offering contracts for the 
construction of two Government 
ship-building yards, from which 
it is intended to turn out 400 
steel merchant ships. That is an 
enterprise of stupendous charac. 


ter. Taken with the gigantic 
program Washington has under- 
taken for constructing wooden 


ships, it suggests how largely the 
modern world is dependent upon 
iea-borne traffic, and the extent 
o which the world’s merchant 
fleet has been depleted by 
and submarines and diverted 
the needs of the war. It also 
makes clear that when the 
ends the United States will be 
uumbered among the great ship- 
ywning nations of the world, a 
place it has not occupied since the 
slave war.

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The Military Service Bill. 


The first step towards compul- 
sory military service is or should 
be registration by census or other- 
wise of our available man-power. 
Without a knowledge of the avail- 
able man-power no measures can 
be intelligently or effectively 
taken for the equalization of the 
military burden to be imposed. 


The Military Service Bill con- 
tains no provision for the registra- 
tion of man-power, 


The second step is to apportion 
to each section of the country—or 
to each province—the number of 
men that can fairly be demanded 
of that section or province, 

The Military Service Bill does 
not contemplate nor provide for 
any such apportionment. 


After three years of war, and 
after 350,000 men have gone or 
are going overseas out of a popu- 
lation of seven and a half millions, 
in order that the military burden 
shall bear equally on all sections 
of the country, account should be 
taken of the number of men who 
have gone from each section to 
render actual military service, so 
that this number may be credited 
to each such section when de- 
mands are-made upon them for 
men under conscription. 

There is no suggestion in the 
Military Service Bill, or in the ex- 
planations made regarding it, that 
there is any intention to consider 
military service already rendered 
in calling up further forces under 
the authority and terms of the 
bill. 


The Militia Act now on the 
Statute Book provides for com- 
pulsory military service, and for 
selection by ballot. The Military 
Service Bill also provides for com- 
pulsory military service, but for 
selection otherwise than by ballot 
—that is, by selective tribunals. 
The principle of fairness as be- 
tween man and man that is secur- 
ed in selection by ballot, and that 
prevails in the Militia Act is com- 
pletely set aside by the Military 
Service Bill. Absolute authority 
is given to tribunals.to send whom 
whom they 
please. The purpose of the 
change is set out in the speech of 
the Prime Minister on introducing 
the bill on June 11th. 


“The Militia Act provides that the 
selection shall be by ballot and in 
no other way, The Government is 
convinced that such a method of 
selection would be unwise and even 


disastrous, under present condi- 
tions, and having regard to the 
number of men required., We pro- 


pose not to change or enlarge the 
compulsory principle, but merely 
to provide that selection shall not be 
made by ballot, that is, by blind 
chance. We are convinced that 
the selection should be based upon 
an intelligent consideration of the 
country's needs and conditions. We 
must take into account the necessi- 
ties of agriculture, of commerce, and 
of industry. Those who in their 
present occupations are’ rendering 
better service to the State than by 
cnro!timent in the Canadian expedi- 
tionary foree must not be selected 
for military service, There is need 
for men atthe front. There is also 
need for men at home, The na- 
tion's activities essential for winning 
the war must be maintained, Thus, 
the only new feature proposed is 
in the method of selection.” 


And so; as interpreted by tle 
Prime Minister, the purpose of 
the bill is as much to ensure that 
men now rendering ‘‘better ser- 
vice to the State’’ in their present 
occupations shall not be selected, 
as that other men shall be selected 
for military service, 

And what manner of men are to 
be selected to go and what others 
to stay under the selective prin- 
ciple and provisions of the Mili- 
tary Service Bill? That is not 
stated in the bill, but the speeches 
made in its support and what has 
transpired as to the,policy of the 
Government in the recent past 
leaves no doubt that the applica- 
tion of the selective principle as 
understood by the supporters of 
the bill is that the industrially 
efficient shall stay, which neces- 
sarily means that the industrially 
inefficient shall go. That this is 
the idea is borne out by the fact 
that, with the cognizance of the 
Department of Justice, offences 
against the law have ‘repeatedly 
been condoned on condition of the 
offender enlisting for overseas ser- 
vice, 

There is only one thing to be 
said of this point of view, and that 
is that the war cannot be won in 
that way. There may have been 


a time in the evolution of modern 


warfare when drill and discipline 


could be suceessfully substituted 


for individual initiative and re- 
liability such as pertains to in- 
dustrial efficiency. But the art 
of war has progressed past. that 
stage. Individual courage, per- 
sistence and resource make the 
efficient soldiers of today. 


Canada’s soldiers have done won- 
ders, because they have been made 
up more largely of 
these qualities than the soldiers 
of any other country represented 
at the front, 
in such large measure been effi- 


men having 


Because they have 
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cient in civil life they have made 
efficient soldiers. 

If our proposed conscript army 
is to be made up of the men un- 
needed in or unfit for industrial 
life it will be a weak contribution 
to the allied cause. It is the most 
terrible fact of the sacrifice of war 
that we must give of our best— 
not only in physique, but in spirit 
as well. ' We have done that un- 
der the voluntary system. With 
draft by ballot we would continue 
to do it in some measure under a 
compulsory system. But ‘‘selec- 
tive conscription’ as interpreted 
is introduced as a guarantee that 
we shall not have to do it under 
the Military Service Bill, and is 
the great reason given by the Pre- 
mier for its introduction—as be- 
yond question it is the great reason 
for a large part of the support. it 
receives. 

The very foundation of the bill 
is the exercise of discrimination 
between the respective needs of 
the firing line in France and of 
private industry in Canada. There 
is to be a division of men between 
the firing line and the service of 
the war-profiteers, The profiteers 
are nearer to the ear and to the 
heart of the Government and _ its 
appointees than is the firing line. 
Which will get the advantage i 
the distribution of men? Only 
one guess is allowed. 

From whence does the demand 
for ‘‘selective conscription’’ ag 
opposed to ‘‘conscription by  bal- 
lot’’ come? From the same 
centres of industry and newspaper 
influence that in the early summer 
of 1916 demanded that voluntary 
enlistment be called off in the 
neighborhood of their establish- 
ments, because it interfered with 
their production and their wage 
scales, and therefore with their 
profits—and enlistment was called 
off accordingly. 

Voluntary enlistment is inequit 
able and industrially wasteful 
But it is intensely efficient in the 
work of winning the war. Its 
success depends on enthusiasm in 
the cause. Enthusiasm*has been 
killed by military methods that 
combined the most contemptible 
partizan patronage with the most 
profound ignorance of elementary 
military requirements, and with 
an utter disregard of consequences 
either to the allied armies or to 
Canada, The Military Service 
Bill asks the people of Canada to 
entrust the Government that has 
either by intent or through ignor- 
ance broken down military  en- 
thusiasm, with the power of life 
and death, of honor and liberty, 
over 100,000 Canadian citizens on 
the assurance in the terms of the 
bill, supported by the explana- 
tions of the Prime Minister and 
two of his colleagues, that the 
burden of military service will not 
be imposed equally as between 
province and province or as be- 
tween man and man, nor with a 
view to military efficiency—and 
this in the name of Patriotism 
and to Win the War!

LIQUOR AND RECRUITING, 
Editor Bulletin, 

Sir,—I have read your editorial in 
the Bulletin of July 12th, which reads 
as follows: 

“A correspondent calls attention to 
the fact that Canadian parents have 
been dissuaded from allowing their 
sons to enlist by knowledge that the 
booze shops are open in England. 
Vhere can be no@loubt that to a do- 
gree this condition has made for dis- 
couragement of enlistment in Canada. 
Surely when the Government starts to 
conscript men they will use their in- 
fluence with the British authorities to 
have this menace removed, at least by 
establishing dry belts around the 
Canadian training camps in England.” 

Do you really seriously believe that 
parents would dissuade their sons from 
enlisting just because Canadians can 
get a drink if they want to? If so, 
then you must have a poor opinion of 
Canadian broad-mindedness. I hope 
that you are wrong. Soldiers do not 
go to either England or France to 
booze, but to fight. Any soldier who 
goes is not in any way induced to 
booze, to the contrary, in fact, as they 
find if up before the 8.C. in the morn- 
ing. I know of a number of the boys 
who have been in the trenches for 
months and have never taken a drink 
in their lives; in the trenches or out of 
them. It is up to the individual en- 
tirely if he does. Remember that the 
soldiers so far are volunteers and not 
slaves and should be allowed as many 
liberties as possible so long as they 
do not interfere with discipline, which 
is strict enough as it is. If parents 
put up this excuse for their sons not 
being in the army, it smacks of cold 
feet on their part or their son's. If 
the people would only leave it to the 
authorities to run the war in their 
own way and refrain from criticizing 
things that they know © nothing ‘of, 
things would run more smoothly. 
Such parents who use this as an ex- 
cuse would soon find another for their 
son if this one was removed. From 
the results at the front, booze does 
not seem to have hurt the Canadians’ 
fighting qualities.

WASHINGTON, July 11.—Another 
peed record in considering the $640,- 
690,000 aviation program bill passed
